Nothing’ like it Has been seen or 
heard during the past nine weeks in 
the Guiteau trial as Judge Porter re- 
viewed the condapt: éf the prisoner 
and the conduct on the part of his 
counsel, = The ctiche in all its hide- 
ousness and ugliness was held up to 
the detestation of his hearers. The 
silence became ~oppressive;- and the 
presence of avenging Justice in the 
near future was suggested with a force 
of conviction that swept from the 
court-room every vestige of that 


levity which has so long danced 
attendance upon every utterance of 
the prisoner and, like a veil, obscured 
from consciousoess of the spectators 
the horrors of the crime and what 
should be the solemnity of its judicial 
atonement. The prisoner wioced and 
neryously twisted in his place and for 
scveral minutes was unable to say auy- 
thing that in the seose could approach 
to an interruption. Gradually the 
prisoner regained his usual assurance 
and resumed his daily habit of inter- 
ruptions, with contradictions and de- 
nials. For ouce, however, inauffer- 
able impudence of the prisoner was 
completely overawed. Neither his 
noise nor his abuse could joterrupt or 
silence the avalanche of condemna- 
tion that swept from the lips of the 
eloquent counsel. The prisoner is 
mistaken, your Honor, said. Judge 
Porter, if he beligyes, by his unseemly 
brawling he can prevent my voice 
from being heard ‘by t jury. The 
puppet could not be moved in such good 
time as when he sat-withtdis counsel;

Guitcau muttered: “ We'll see about 
that. 

The heretofore audacious and wholly 
unabashed prisoner seemed ill at ease, 
and ata loss to understand why his 
would-be sallies of wit aud impudence 
wholly failed with the audience, while 
the more severe became the denuncia- 
tions of counsel the more frequent and 
marked were the demonstrations of 
approval. Finally, like a wild beast 
brought to bay. Guiteau yelled out: 
“] staked my life un the issue and am 
willing to go to the gallows to-morrow 
if it is the Lord's will. I am sick of 
this bosh, Judge Porter, and wish you 
would get your $5,000 and go home.“ 

Judge Porter concluded his masterly 
argument at 11:40 by reading the now 
famous letter of President Garfield to 
Judge Payne in which he compliment- 
ed and thanked him for brushing away 
the net work of sophestries with which 
it has of late years been customary to 
envelope the plea of insanity when set 
up, in excuse for crimes. 

Judge Cox at 11:45 began the read- 
ing of his decision, which begins with 
a lengthy review of the subject of jur- 
isdiction. Judge Cux occupied 55 
minutes in reading that portion of the 
decision, touching upon the question 
of jurisdiction. He reviewed the 
progress of the opidion, and cited all 
important rulings from the early day 
of common law in England. Cox 
beet took up the question of the legal 
test of insanity, and decided that the 
knowledge and appreciation of the 
difference between right and wrong 
must betaken as the correct test. 
Judge Porter began an address with 
reference to the disorder which had 
characterized the proceedings of the 
defense.

| THE POLLOCK MURDER. 


| Three Mea Arrested for the Crime-- 
What they Have to Say About It. 

Chief of Police Bradley, from Vir- 
ginia, came in from Winnemucca last 
evening, baving in charge three men, 
arrested at that place for the murder 
of old man Pallock and his wife, 
in Six-mile Canyon, December 28th, 
1881. The three men had been seen 
ia the canyon in the vicinity of the 
toll-house. Chief Bradley came 
down to the wind-mill (old man 
Facka's)jxt the foot of Geiger Grade, and 
Mrs. Facka described the three men, 


a pair of 
gloves they had left there. Bradley 


took them with him to Virginia, and 


laying them on the safe in hi- office, 
they were immediately recognized as 
belonging to Old man Pollock, in his 
life time, by a young man that lives 
bear the old toll-house. Chief Brad- 
ley asked him how de could identify 
them. The young man said he sewed 
a button on one of them that be cut 
off from bis pavtaloons, and showed 
Bradley whete he took it from. The 
button correpponding with, the but- 
tens on the young man's pantaloons, 


THE CLUE A GOOD ONE, 

And followed thé .men to Winne- 
mucca, where the arrest was made as 
stated. Bradley took his prisoners 
into the Arcade Hotel for supper, 
where a mob of the curious to the 
number of over one hundred, congre- 
gated to get u look at the men. The 
prisoners were very much frightened 
as the mob followed them to the jail. 
A Gazetre reporter obtained the per- 
mission of Bradley and deputy jailer 
Humphries to interview the captives. 
The prisoners were locked in separate 
cells. George A. Wilkinson was the 
first man the reporter talked with. 
Wilkinson is a man fully six feet io 
hight, and quite slim, of dark com- 
plexion, 36 years of age, a native of 
Chester county, Pennsylvania, and a 
farmer by occupation. He is, by no 
means, a bad looking man, but al- 
lowed nothing to escape his notice. 
Every move made by the officers, the 
windows, furviture and general ap- 
pearance of the Sheriff's office were 
closely observed by the prisoners. 


WILKINSON 


Told the reporter that he, in company 
with Lockhart and Coughlin, came 
from Greely, Colorado, to this State 
the latter part of November last, pass- 
ing through to Sacramento, where 
they stopped several days, and not 
finding work, came back on the cars as 
far as Roseville Junction (18 miles 
east of Sacramente) and the three 
walked from there to Colfax, thence to 
Nevada City, California, and back to 
Dotch Flat, and not securing work 
concluded u returp to this State. They 
came through from Datch Flat to 
Reno and put up at the International 
Hotel, and were given a letter ot in- 
troduction to Mr. Hawthorne of the 
town of Hawthorne on the C. & C. R. 
R., by a Mr. Patten, the proprietor of 
the — Hotel here. They 
thea walked to Hawthorne, stopping 
four or five days at Carsou on the way, 
remained two or three days in Haw- 
thorne, aod finally went on to Belle- 
ville. Not finding work there they 
shipped their valises to Reno by 
Wells, Fargo & Co.’s express on the 
29th day of December. He says they 
were in Belleville the day and night 
of the 28th (the day of the murder), 
and stopped at a boardiog house in 
that place, but cannot say whether the 
man keeping the bearding house will 
be able to identify them cr not. They 
left Belleville and came back to Day- 
ton and scopped two days at a hetel on 
the main street in that town. They 
then left there and passed through 
Gold Hill and Virginia, and did not 
hear or know of the murder until he 
read it in the Virgimia papers as they 
ed through. On their way from 
llville they stopped at Scda Springe 
and Luning.

Says he is 22 years old, a native of 
Burlington, lewa, and has worked as 
a packer io a flouting mill a good deal. 
He says he left Greeley, Colorado, 
December 5th and arrived here De- 
cember loch; that he came through 
with his companions; that he has made 
Greely, Colorado, his home since the 
28th day of last June; that Caughlio 
came to Greeley about the first of 
September last; that he and Caughlio 
worked on a hay ran in Colorado for 
a man by the name of Overt Plumb 
five months.
